Edgefield  Methodism  was  founded  about  1820 
at  Pottersville,  one  mile  north  of  the  present 
city  limits.

Moore,  prepared  by  Edward  Deciliux,  hangs  in 
the  church.  The  cornerstone  of  the  present 
church  was  laid  on  May  26,  1891.
